improve feeling on both sides. 
Four Key Industries Involved 
The committee would be composed 
of state functionaries, industrial em­ 
ployers and employes. Four key in­ 
dustries—Chemicals, electricity, iron 
and coal—were 
embraced 
in 
the 
preliminary discusions, which were 
based on the report of Sir Walter 
Layton last month, recommending 
to the bank for international settle­ 
ments renewal of German credits. 
It was emphasized that measures 
to be adopted in the conference, 
which will be resumed Monday, were 
not to be directed against any third 
power.

Four-Point Program 
He advocated a four-point pro­ 
gram of community planning 
to

First. Appointment of a state­ 
wide committee of leading citizens 
by the governor. 
Second. Organization of an emer­ 
gency committee in needy com­ 
munities. 
Third. Determination 
by 
this 
committee of the probable unem­ 
ployment load and the development 
of ways to meet it by providing em­ 
ployment or relief. 
Fourth. 
Reports to the state 
committees on plans of local groups 
Gifford said emergencies like the 
present one occurred in this coun­ 
try so seldom 
“there is
